Faculty poll shows support for resignation 



Results from a recent Flambeau poll of faculty show that of 
the 33 respondents, 25 professors support FSU Presideiit 
Stanley Marshall's resignation while eight oppose it. 

There are approximately 1300 faculty members at FSU. 

The nnscieiitific poi was eoodncted in resposse to 
Marskafl's Nov. S statements tliat he wosld resigB If a 
majority of iafMrmed UcoHy wanted him to. The Flamhean 
sponsored the ballotiBg in aa efioft to provide a ipma to 
determine fKoHy opmioo on the ttsne. 

Not all faculty supported the poll, with some saying that it 
would degenerate into a popularity contest. Several ballots 
weie returned unmarked except for a few wocds oi disagree- 
ment over the poll itself.

Another wrote, "This poll represents tlic type of anti-think 
that responsible faculty abhor. How we've failed at o«r 
educational task I ' ' 

One member said that although he supported Marshall's 
resignation, he felt the poll was potential^ nisleadiag. 

"Many faculty do not read The Flambeau very carefully 
and will miss your coupon. Many otheis whp favor hb 
fcsignation feel that The FlambeM is Mt the proper or- 
gmimtiQa to coodact the poll." Ny^ 

He said Marshall might interpret any lack of response as a 
vote of confidence in him. 

"1 hope that yon can find some way of ovetcooyag these 
problems with your poU/' he said. 



Dr. Greg Choppin. associate chairperson of the Faculty 
Senate Steering Committee said before the p<^>ll was run that 
he was against taking a general vou among tiie faculty to 
settle the question. 

'it would be a popularity contest; we would have to 
sharpen the issues." Choppin said. 

Faculty Senate member C D. Gruender also said at the 
time that he doabtod whether the fmcuky will decline to take 
a vote on it. 

"I think Marshall's statement will cause the faculty to 
stand up and be counted or sit down and shut up." he said. 

One ballot was returned by the Committee for the Aboli- 
tion of Unprofitable Paper Work asking whether the ballot 
had been approved by the committee.

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Cagers open season with victory 



He may or may not have been referring to 
the recently completed football season at 
FSU, but in any case, Hugh Durham pretty 
well defined the difference between Semi- 
ode football and basketball over the last few 



years. 

"I tell you what. I'd rather play badly and 
win than play well and lose any day," 
Durham said after his Seminoles defeated 
Valdosta State Saturday night in lackluster 
fashion, 81-74, in Tully Gym. 




Playing only as good as their competition, 
as they have so many times before, the 
Seminoles were embarrassingly out-reboun- 
ded in the first half by the smaller Blazers, 
31-18. 

Fortunately, though, FSU turned the ball 
over to the visiting Georgians just seven 
times in the first twenty minutes, enabling 
the Seminoles to lead 38-37 at halftime. 

But FSU came out for the second hald an 
improved team, playing more together, hit- 
ting the boards harder and getting their run- 
ning game untracked. It didn't take FSU long 
to reestablish their dominance, though Val- 
dosta State kept the game tight most of the 
way. 

The Seminoles took their biggest lead of 
the game with 8:09 left in the game, grab- 
bing a 66-54 advantage. But a few minutes 
later the Blazers were back within four, 75-71 , 
before Larry Warren, Harry Davis and Zach 
Perkins pushed the Tribe ten points up, 81 
71. Two minutes and 17 seconds later, the 
final buzzer sounded with FSU on top, 81-74. 

After the game, Datbam chided his 
players for not plajring as a team consistently 
enough. "Whra we get a fittle 1»t ol a lend, 
we start to come apart, and we lose some 
of oar meatid toughness," Dvtliam said. 

Durham then told his players that he was 
going to go on the radio to promise Seminole 
fans that the team would play better against 
Illinois State tomorrow night. **We're gonna 
backyoQ up,*' postman Greg Grady shouted. 



with the rest of the team voidBg their agree- 
ment. 

Once upstairs with the press. Durham 
talked about what had happened against 
Valdosta State, and the areas his team would 
need to improve before Illinois State arrived 
for tomorrow night's encounter. 

**If that's indicative of the way we're 
gonna rebound this year, it's gonna be a 
short March," Durham said. **By that i 
mean that we won't have any hope of getting 
a tournament bid. We lacked mental tough- 
ness out there and we didn't have the killer 
instinct. 

*'In the first half, we didn't turn the ball 
over but three times by our count," Durham 
continued. "That's good, being the first 
game. Our philosophy is that you don't lose 
the game in the first half. 

"We played a lot of players in the first 
half, too, because if you have a player 
playing in his first varsity game for Florida 
State, we'd rather have it early in the game 
rather than in a tight, critical situation. 

"In the first half we had them in trouble 
with the break, but we couldn't get the 
rebounds to get the break started. We lacked 
board superiority," Durham said. "In the 
second half, we did get a little more aggres 
sive on the boards. Greg Grady did have a 
real good second half.** 

Overall Durham did not appear worried by 
his team's performance. **Our morale is 
good," he said. "We're gonna play better, 
there's no question in my mind about that."

UPPERVILLE, Va. — A 
Trans World Airways Boeing 
727, battling through driving 
imin and turbulent winds on 
an inaugural flight from the 
midwest, crashed Sunday 
near a secret government 
base in the fog-shfooded 
Blue Ridge mountains. 

All 86 passengers and 
seven crewmembers aboard 
the big, three-en^ne jet 
were reported kyied, making 
it the year's wont U.S. air 
disastCT. 

Rescue workers from thr€«

Mine Workers blitz 
for contract approval 



CHARLESTON, W. Va. — The United 
Mine Workers Sunday put on an 11th hour 
radio-TV informational blitz to persuade 
striking coal miners to approve a new three 
year wage contract granting them a 64 per 
cent increase in economic benefits. 

For the first time in the union's history, the 
120,000 miners will vote Monday whether to 
ratify or reject a working agreement. 

The results of the secret ballot vote may be 
known Tuesday at the union's headquarters 
in Washington. 

If approved, as predicted by union leaders 
despite pockets of opposition, the miners 
could be back to work this week, perhaps as 



early as Wednesday. They went on strike 

Nov. 12. 

UMW president Arnold Miller predicted a 
"yes" vote of at least 60 per cent. Union vice 
president Mike Trbovich said the agreement 
would be approved handily if "the miners 
understand it." 

Toward that end, the union arranged for 
radio and television announcements 
throughout the day explaining contract 
provisions to the rank and file. Miller, 
Trbovich and other UMW international and 
district officers traveled through the coal 
fields, speaking at meetings and talking with 
miners on the streets. 



Congress convenes today 



WASHINGTON — Con- 
gress returns from a brief 
Thanksgiving recess Mon- 
day, ready to hand President 
Ford a major legislative blow 
by overriding his veto of a 
veterans benefit increase. 

The Senate resumes 
business Monday and the 
House Tuesday, hoping for 
final adjournment in three 
weeks. 

Congressional leaders 
have agreed to approve 
remaining appropriations 
bills, vote on the nomination 
of Nelson A. Rockefeller as 
vice president, and possibly 
slip through trade legislation 
and some energy measures. 



Both the House and the 
Senate are expected to 
override Ford's veto of a 23 
per cent increase in 
education benefits for Viet- 
nam era veterans, the 
biggest boost since World 
War II. It would be the third 
straight rejection of a Ford 
veto. 

Congress planned a short 
work week to allow Demo- 
crats to attend the midterm 
convention in Kansas City. 
Many members of Congress 
are expected to leave 
Thursday for the conventim. 

The House Judiciary 
Committee scheduled five 
more days of hearings on fbe

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Miki may succeed 
Tanaka in Japan 

TOKYO — American educated Takee Miki, former deputy 
prime minister and foreign minister of Japan, emerged 
Sunday as the strongest candidate to succeed Kakuei Tanaka 
as prime minister. 

Miki. 67, is a 1935 graduate of the University of Southern 
California. He was nominated by Etsusaburo Shiina. deputy 
chief of the governing Liberal Democratic Party, at a meeting 
of the party's four strongest prime ministerial contenders, 
party sources said. Shiina was acting as mediator. 

His nomination of Miki ended a five-day deadlock. The 
nomination will go before the party's executive committee 
and there will be plenty of opposition. 

Tanaka resigned last Tuesday in the face of charges that he 
had used his public office to enlarge his private fortune.

Crash was worst 
in U.S. this year 

WASHINGTON — The crash of a TWA 727 atriiner near 
Washington Sunday was the worst disaster suffered by a 
U.S. airline this year. 

On Sept. 8 this year, a TWA jetliner crashed imo the 
Ionian Sea off Greece on Sept. 4, killmg 88 persons. Thrre 
days later, an Eastern Airlines DC 9 jet crashed and 
burned hi Charlotte, N.C., killmg 70. 

The worst ak disaster m Idstory occurred March 3 this 
year, when a Tuifcish airliner carrying 345 persons 
crashed new P^, kWiig afl aboard. Records indicated 
the worst Aawrican ah* disaster occurred Dec. 16. 196C 
when 134 persons wett killed hi the coUision of a TWA 
superconstellatkm and a United Ahimes DC3 over Ne« 
YorkChy.

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Air guidelines 
allow pollution 



Florida environmentalists were dealt another 
blow last week when the Environmental Ptotectkm 
Agency (EPA) announced their new regulations for 
air quality. 

The new air control regulations allow the states 
to divide their areas into three classifications: areas 
where almost no change in quality will be allowed, 
areas where nuMtermte worsening of atr quality will 
be permitted, and areas where "substantial" 
industrial growth will be permitted. But those in 
the third category will not be allowed to exceed the 
tougl^t federal air standards. 

EPA administrator Russell E. Train said the 
regulations are not an "invitation to pollute/' but 
instead an attempt to make sure that industrial 
development does not occur * 'willy nilly" with 
uncontrolled worsening of the air. 

However, these standards have already been 
criticized by conservation groups as inadequate 
and are likely to be challenged in court. 

Undoubtedly, these regulations have been 
established in order to bolster our crippled 
ecoiHHny . Since the passage of the Clean Air Act in 
1970, industrialists have been hard pressed at 
times to find areas which allowed new factories to 
be built. However, for the sake of economic growth 
the new guidelines will in effect make it possible for 
corporations to construct companies on what has 
previously been unblemished environments and 
then pollute up to the national standard. 

Certainly solutions must be found if we are to 
curtail inflation and end our economic recession, 
but the relaxation of environmental standards is 
not the answer. The EPA, rather than making it 
easier for businessmen to pollute and expand 
production, should instead tighten up tiidr 
standards so as to fmytect what little dean air we 
have left. 
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Farmworkers' living conditions 



The following is the first of two articles on the living and 
working conditions of the farmworkers. The> were written by 
the Tallahassee United Farmworkers Support Committee. 

The plight of the farmworkers in the United States is one of 
suffering, extreme poverty and human degradation. The dis- 
crimination these people have been subjected to has had a very 
harsh impact on the lives of tens of thousands of men and 
women and their families. The preamble to the 1970 Florida 
Laws states that the farmworker is "the most economically 
and socially deprived segment of the population." Of the 3.5 
million farmworkers in the U.S., about 170,000 work in the 
state of Florida. Some of these workers reside in the state, 
some travel the * 'migrant stream" along the East coast. All of 
them live in conditions of miseiy and deprivation imknown to 
any other Americans today. 

Although the farmworkers, who are mostly Mexicao- 
Americans and native-bom blacks, sow and harvest a crop 
which nets Florida's citrus and vegetable growers about $700 
million a year, none share in the profits (rf their labor. In fact, 
most earn incomes which Isii far bekm the federal poverty 
level. 

The rights which protect all other laborers in Umd 
exclude the farmworkers, forcing them to accept taadeqiuite 
wages and endure overwhehniag hardships — substandard 
housing, illiteracy, malnutrition and <fisease. The severity of 
the suffering the workers ftx can only be exposed to a smaB 
degree here through Itcts and stetistics. Yet one moontesta- 
ble. unfortimate truth is revealed in tins: The furmwofker 

fives and works ui conditipos whidi dei^ him his basic human 
riglrts. in order that we may eat and die rich may reap the 
huge profits of the agrkuhural business. 

WngM. The average CumworiLerm the nation earns $1376 
per year as stated by tiie U. S . Department of Agriculture. The 
Unhfersity of Miami reports that the average Florida tom- 
worfcer earns $1,737 per year. Atthdugh &rmworkers earn 

inade^piate wages, only nine per cent receive weMue. (report 
from the Mignmt Research Project) 

Fmplijaiintf. The University of Miaan and New G>llege 
revealed that the average Florida f ar m wo r ke r can only find 

work 5.6 aMMlfas out of the year and more than 95 per cent of 
all Florida farmworkers work for labor contractors, who 
decide the workers' place of employment, hours of work and 
rate of pay. In March 1973. a hOwr contractor in Homestead, 
Florida wascfaarged with enslaving 28 fsrmworkers at the Far 
South Labor Camp. The year before. 11 other labor 
contractors m the stato wc^fulicted for holding their 
employees against their will. 

About 800,000 paid agricultural workers — 



one out of every four — are under the age of sixteen and about 
375,000 paid agricultural workers — or about one out of even 
eight — are children between the ages of 10 and 13 il S 
Senate Subcommittee on Migratory Labor). Although five 
Florida laws impose stringent restrietions on child labor in the 
state, farmworkers are exempted from each statute (New 
College). 

Education. The average farmworker in the nation drops out 
of school after 8.5 years. This figure is 6.2 years for Honda 
farmworkers. Twenty-five per cent of all farmworkers in the 
nation have just four years of schooling or less and sevcnter^ 
per cent are functionally illiterate. The cause of this s.. 
dilemma is the fact that most migrant children must drop oui 
of school to help their Itittilies in the fields. Ninety per cm' ' 
those children never complete their education (U.S. Depan 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare). 

Hsnripg, The average migrant m Fkvida has about fivt 
members — tiie average Plofida migmrt dweilmg has oa^ 

1 .9 rooms. About 90 per cent of these dwellings have no sink:

This bulkhead supports 15 
feet of fill where a concrete 
slab was laid (1972). A ticket

3. Dredging a mile of river 
to accommodate "jungle 
cruise" monsters (1969). 
(The new boats are scarcely 
ever used.) Dredging Sally 
Ward Slough, a half-mile 
from the big spring to Sally 
Ward Hole. Hundreds of

yards of spoil dumped on 
arrowhead and pickerelweed 
around the spring's north 
shore, along SaOy Ward 
Canal, and down both sides

4. Wipuig ont of the 
showcase sandbar which 
formerly rose almost straught 
out from the old dock. Not 
only did the new dock thrust 
too dose for the peace of the 
animals that once fed and 
sunned there. The 1000-foot 
bar was dredged to below 
normal water, what re- 
nrntned being cut throu^ by 
the new iKiat channel,

5. More than a hundred 
trees — cjrpresses, maples, 
gums, oaks — over a foot in 
diameter kflled. Bemaias 
can be seen in spoilbanks, 
most readily in the ooe 50 
feet oat and slightly 
duwurlver from Ifte ead of 
the new dock.

Health fee plan 
may be changed

Recomineiidations of an ad hoc task force 
may revamp the student health fee policy for 
the remainder of the academic year begiimiiig 
winter quarter. 

The recommendatknis, haaded down in 
mid-November, call for two substantive 
changes in fee fMrficy. These are tiie CTdosioii 
from the mandatory $10 heaMi fee of students 
registering for five credit hours or less and a 
provision for ezdusimi of stnd^s uader 
"special circumstances" as determined by 
the President or his designee. 

The Administrative Coundl lias not yet 
ruled on the proposals. 

Scott Kent, assistant to tiie executive vice 
president, expressed concern tliat tiie 
exclusion of those students taking five credit 
hours or less will adversely affect the financial 

Impeachment 
tabled again 

Consideration of Articles of Impeachment 
against Student Body President David 
Aronofsky have again been tabled by the 
Student Senate Judicial and Rules (J&R) 

committee. 

The committee tabled the Bill of 
Impeachment last Monday following 
testimony from Aronofsky to ask the Student 
Supreme Court for a declaratory judgment 
defming the role of the Senate in an 
impeachment process. 

Supreme Court Chief Justice David 
Ackerman said that a judgment will be 
handed down from the court today. 

"I hate to see this dragged out because it is 
a cumbersome process," Senate President 
Apollo Visko said. However, the Senate must 
decide if it will act in the capacity of a jury 
determining guilt or innocence, or a gnnd 
jur>' showing due cause, Visko said. 

"We can't just act on assumption,'* Visko 
^'d. "We must have some basis for action."

'The money tlie Health Center will get 
fitom A&S fees wHl make up for any losses," 
she said. "It seemed grossly unfeir to charge 
those few students taking one course per 
quarter a S30 health fee when tuition was (mly 
$39." 

Goldhagen added that many students will 
voluntarily enroll in the $18 pre-paid health 
service. 

Health Center officials expressed varied 
opinions on the impact of the new provisions. 

Bill Wallace, Health Center Administrator, 
said the program has "pluses and minuses." 

••We have figured that we wifl lose $40,000 
in the winter, spring and first part of the 
summer quarter," Wallace said. "Wc are 
already short on staff in some clinics." 

Wallace cited two possible methods of 
making up for any revenue lost if and when 
the proposals become a reality. 

•*We can direct increased charges to 
pre-paid students for x-ray, lab work, 
physical therapy, in-patient, and other 
services or hope for additional funding from 
Student Government," he said. 

Health Center funding wa*^ reduced from 
$16.75 per student last year to a total of $14 
this year. "Student Government is saving 
over $500,000 in health service fees alone," 

Wilson said. 

Health Center Director Robert C. Hunter 
favored the proposals, and said he "doesn't 
think it will affect us very much. While we will 
have less funds to work with, we wUl have 
fewer people to take care oi.

Even though FSL s Depanment of Public Safety 
InfofTTiation Officer Jim Seweii denies that FSU 
police are engaged in any sort of 
mckdoiTD, ttie spiraffing 
arrests seems to belie that 

So far this year FSL' officers have nabbed 42 
people for fMUticipating in illegal drug usage. 
However, the same force was aMe to find only 12 
incidefrts of dmg abose doting all of last year. 
Furthermore, the total namber of arrests has risen 
drastically over last year's: 132 cases already have 
been reponed this year as compared with 112 
anests lor all of 1973. 

Sewdl daims that the increases reflect new 
patrol procedures and ame not conscientious efforts 
to arrest more students. *'We have initiated 
heavier coveragie at night ever smce there were a 
rash of rape attefB|Pts several years ago/ ' Sewefl 
said. * J think the main reason we're seeing more 
arrests this year is because we have more men on 
the street and more men on the street means more 
eyes on the street." 

Along with the increased mimber of arrests some 
students have oomplaified to the Flambean about 
police harassment, and one Tallahassee lawver 
commented that it appears the FSL' pohce were 
attemptmg to crackdown on campus. 

There is no argoment against FSU police officers 
takmg ever> possible measare to protect women 
from rapes and assaults on campus. However, they 
should not use this problem as an excuse to place an 
officer on every comer or ''more eyes cm the 



Campus pcrfice officers shoatd be able to exercbe 

a greater degree of discretion and be more tolerant 
when common law infractions occur. There is no 
need for them to iurk behind bushes waiting for 
unsuspecting stadcnts to act stt^Hciously,atidtfien 
using that as an excuse to search them.

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FSU budgets may be cut 



FSU may face budgetary cats as high as five to ten per cent 
if present trends in the economy continue. 

According to a letter sent by the Department of 
Administration (DOA) to department heads oi all state 
organizations, drastic reductions of funding can be expected 
by state agencies in the case of a "severe recession." 

Is another letter, Secretary oi Administration L.K. Ireland 
asked that Commissioner of Education Ralph Tuiiii^toii have 



budgets ready for re-introduction in some form at a lev^ no 
higher than the current budget by Dec. 7. 

Recent statements by Florida Senate President Dempsey J. 
Barton indicate tlial the $117.5 million reduction in state 
revenue between Jamuoy and Hovtaaabtx of th^ year may 
necessitate such cuts. 

In a Nov. 19 speech at a senatorial reorganizational session, 
Barron spoke of "the academic veil of secrecy which has for 
too loi^ surrounded the academic conunmuity.'

According to Bridgers, no student 
fees will be used in funding the 
project. 

**A11 funds have come from revenue 
funds and contributions." Bridgers 
said. **The revenue bonds will be paid 
back from out-of-town football 
guarantees. We don't think it wiU cost 
that much.** 

Bridgers said the improvements are 
"very much overdue.*' 

"Many high schools and even junior 
high schools have done better than us 
ui terms of facilities," Bridgers said. 
**This will put us up on a comparable 
level with some of the teams we play. " 



Barron said educational spending consumes 65 cents of 
each dollar spent by the state government, and that "this 
consistently recurring inordinate high cost of programs in 
universities would seem to say that something is out of line. 

Barron said the three purposes of state universities arc 
teaching, research and public service, and that " te ac hing 
should oome first." 

He suggested that increasing the stndent-lMulty ratio iRMn 
16 to 20 students per mstructor or mcteastng the avrnge 
mstruction tune per faculty member from 10 to 12 hoors per 
week would resdh in annual savings totaling appfoilmate^ 
$35 million. 

Barron is slated to present these and other 
reconsmendations to the Board of Agents Monday. 

FSU Eiecuthre Vice President Bemaid Sllger said he has 
"heard talk** of reductions in the existing $50 mffikm bodget. 
but he suggested an altemative to cots In university funding. 

"There is a $100-150 million surplus in state funds saved 
for a rainy day," Sliger said. "1 think that rainy day is now." 

Sliger said the universities would not suffer greatly if the 
surplus is used, but he added that '*if they don't use it, there 
is a possibihty oi severe cutbacks in universtty funding.'* 

No cuts will be made that will be detriment^ to tbe 
university, Sliger said. "We wifl meet our classes and 
maintain the viability of our institution.'* he said. 

Two areas which face possible cuts are general and 
membership expenditures which "don't enhance the n a ticm a l 
stan<&ig of FSU." Stiger said. 

Sliger said he is unaware of a five to ten per cent cutback. 
He said such reductions would not enable the university to 
offer a substantial number of courses next spring. 



A8-S allocation 
guidelines set 



Guidelines for future 
Activities and Service (A&S) 
fees budgets and the 
preparation for the allocation 
of the present k&S reserves 
were presented to various 
student organizations re- 
ceiving those fiinds yester- 
day. 

Representatives from the 
Union, Intercollegiate Ath- 
letics, Recreation, Student 
Academic Programs, the 
Health Center and Activities 
and Organizations were 
given budgeting guidelines 
by Senate Organizations and 
Finance (O&F) sub-com- 
mittee. 

The present A<tS reserve 
is $447,600 and the 
committee plans to complete 
the budget plan by Jan. 15. 

"We don't want to look at 
this money as a one shot 
deal." Chief Officer of 
Student Affairs Eddie Bass 
said. The reserve money may 
be allocated to reinstate or 
extend some programs, and 



tiie final "mini-budget" may 
contain a small reserve of 
spending money. 

Four types of projects may 
be funded from the present 
AAS reserve, according to 
Bass. They include "oneshot 
deals,** which include the 
purchase of equipment; 
initial allocatlotts for projecns 
to be funded in installments 
over a period of three or four 
years; the reinstatement or 
extension of programs which 
were cut back in past; and 
new programs or services. 

**The big problem with this 
budget is that we have a very 
limited amount of time and a 
great amount of work to do,** 
O&F vice -chairperson Greg 
Harris said. 

A&S recipients will be 
required to file panially 
line-itemed requests to the 
SG budget committee on 
Dec. 17. About $650,000 has 
been requested by the six 
recipients, according to 
student Sen. Doug Mann- 
heimer.

Gold to be sold 
on public market 

WASHINGTON — The Treasury will sell 2 million ounces 
of gold bars from the national stockpile in early January to 
meet an expected demand from American citizens entitled to 
own gold for the first time in 40 years, Treasury Secretary 
William E. Simon said Tuesday. 

However, few individuals will be able to afford the 
minimum purchase of one 400 ounce bar. At current prices of 
about $187 an ounce on the London and Geneva gold 
exchanges, a 400 ounce bar would cost about $74,800. 

The entire quantitiy to be auctioned by the General Services 
Administration on Jan. 6 from bullion depositories in San 
Francisco, New York and Denver would have a current free 
market value of $374 million.

Harris was critical of both Congress and the President, and 
expressed disillusionment with the fmal bill which would 
make it harder for veterans to get government loans than in 
the original bill, which provided for loans of $1,000 that 
weren't as difficult to get. The final bill provides for loans of 
S600 only after veterans have been tmned down for four otber 
loans. 

In reference to President Ford. Harris said that he 
"wouldn't vote for him if he had to." Harris went on to say 
that "Ford talks out of both sides of his mouth," referring to 
the President's expressed desire to help veterans in a recent 
speech at the tomb of the unknown M^dier, while vetoing the 
bill funding veterans' programs. 

Harris disagrees that the new bill is inflationary, and went 
on to say that against 15 per cent inflation, the increases for 
veterans amount to only 8 per cent. He also said, despite the 
eztensicm of the period that benefits may be collected, the 
under^adiiate limits would probably be tested in oomt.

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Recognize YSA 



Despite a recent appeals court ruling which 
vacated a Tallahassee court's order banning the 

Young Socialist Alliance (YSA) from campus 
activities, the organization is still having difficulty 
in gaining recognition from the FSU 
administration. 

Four years ago, the Board of Regents (BOR) 
banned the YSA from campus claiming that the 
group was of a * 'violent*' nature. YSA members 
appealed the decision to a Tallahassee court, only 
to have that panel uphold the BOR policy. 

In light of the Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruling, Assistant to the Vice President for Student 
Educational Services Lu Goldhagen reportedly told 
YSA members that she could see m reason why the 
group could not register on campus. But, according 
to members, the group met with a great deal of 
opposition when it attempted to file registration 
papers with the administration. 

Certainly, there is no reason why the YSA should 
be dented recognition by university (^ficials. It is a 
legitimate national organization and should have 
the same rights enjoyed by other campus 
organizations. The charge that the YSA is violent in 
nature has never been proven. 

The administration should stop its apparently 
calculated foot-dragging on this issue and grant the 
YSA immediate recognition and the use of 
university facilities.

In this year of skyrocketing inflation, sugar has 
stood out as the one item that has been able to 
out-skyrocket all the others. In 1969, a five pound 
bag ran you about 60 cents while today, it is hard to 
find the same amount for under $3.25.

Hditor: 

Tlif editorial of last Mon- 
dav entitled "Censure, not 

impeachment" was a viola- 
tion of free and responsible 
journalism, and happily, is 
urtuallv unparalleled in the 
historv of the American 
press As members of the 
Flambeau editorial staff, you 
should be aware that not 
since the Sheppard case in 
the early 1950s has a news- 
paper editorially called for a 
onclusion on the part of a 
jury. This is perhaps the only 
limitation universally self- 
imposed by the press. It is 
also concretely upheld by the 
common laws relating to the 



principle of contempt. 
Throughout the long and dif-

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Co-op stores offer bargains 



The best deals in town on 
books, records and art 
supplies can be found only a 
few steps away from campus 
at the Co-op Book and Record 
Store, located on Tennessee 
Street across from the 
Travelodge. 

Both stores, which are run 
as non-profit enterprises, 
discount prices in addition to 
a wide selection of books and 
records from which to 
choose. 

The success of the Co-op 
Bookstore, which was o- 
pened three years ago by a 
group of students and towns- 
people who saw a need for an 
alternative bookstore in 
Tallahassee, spawned the 
development of the record 
and art cop-ops. 

Featuring books that deal 
with almost every topic ima- 
ginable, the bookstore sells 
both new and used books. 
One of the most popular 
aspects of the store is its con- 
signment sales. With these, 
anyone can sell a book at any 
price by bringing it into the 
store with a price label al- 
ready attached to the book. 
The store gets a ten per cent 
cut once the books is sold. 
The original owner of the 
hook gets the rest of the 
money. 

In this way, textbooks, 
particttlariy papobacks, can 
be recirculated with savings . 
on the paft of those who need 
them and profits for those 
students fini^ed with thdr 
books. 

The. latest novels and clas- 
sics are found in both the new 
and used sections of the 
bookstore. Many books deal- 
ing with mysticism, health 
foods, radical politics and al- 
ternative methods of educa- 
tion are available in the 
bookstore. 

The same variety is also 
evident in the record co-op. 
Classical albums abound 
along with jazz, soul, folk 
and rock. As Rick Shapiro, 
one of the coordinators of the 
stores, said, "The record 
store has the cheapest prices 
in town and the best selec- 
tion." Albums regularly 
priced at $5.98 are sold at the 
Co-op for 3.39 while those 
usually sold at $.98 are 
available at the Co-op for 
$3.99. 

The Co-op Record Store 
has also been a success. It 
started out in the bookstore 
with a small selection of 
popular and classical records 
in June of 1973.

J&-R panel to act as grand jury

Student Senate's Judicial and Rules (J&R) committee is to 
act in a capacity similar to a grand jury during impeachment 
proceedings against Student Body President David 
Aronofsky, according to an opinion issued by Student Body 
Attorney General Dick Wilson last night. 

The J&R committee initially requested an advisory opinion 
from the Student Supreme Court to clarify the student body 
statutes, which fail to define hs role in impeaclunent 
proceedings, the senators said. 

However, the Snpieme Court rejected tiie request in a 
hearing yesterday. According to the Student Body 
Constitution, the Student Supreme Court has jurisdiction to 
issue advisory opinions m the Constitution i^kmi request of 
the Student Body Presldtefit. 

The court transferred the committee's request to Wilson, 
who has the duty to hand down advisory opinions to any 
member of the student body submitting a request m writing. 

Upon finding probable cause tiiat impeachable offenses 
were committed and that they were committed by Anmofisky , 
the J&R committee may reconmiend impeadiment to the fiill 
Senate, Wilson said. 

The full Senate is delegated with the power to remove a 
person from office, Wilson said, adding tiiat its function is the 
same as a jury, and impeachment is a legislative perogative. 

Wilson further clarified the Senate's role by defining the 
grounds upon which they may impeach. 

"If based on criminal grounds, the Senate must prove 
beyond reasonable doubt' that Aronofsky committed 
impeachable offenses," Wilson said. "If considering the 
proceedings on preponderance of evidence, the Senate must 
weigh the evidence and vote impeachment by a two-thirds 
vote. 

"The function of the Student Supreme Court as 1 see it 
would be to review the record, not to conduct a new trial if an 
impeachment were appealed," Wilson said.

(J&R) committee tonight.

The Supreme Court had been asked by J&R to spell out its 
'^gal role in impeachment. However, it was unable to rule on 
^he question without a directive from Aronofsky. 

SC. Attorney General Dick Wilson issued a declaration of 
judgment, in absence of a formal court ruling, which ordered 
1<^:R lo act as a grand jury and the Senate as a court in the 

Aronofsky expressed confidence in Wilson's mandate. 
^Thc judgment wasa valid one," hesaid. "1 wasn't surprised 

the i uiing because of conflicts within the SG Constitution

Aronofsky added that he would go to the court if he thought

Stamp benefits 
to be reduced 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — The AgricuHiue Department 
Wednesday took the first formal step toward reducing 
food stamp benefits for many needy families March 1 
despite warnings that the move will face a strong 

challenge from critics in Congress. 

Department officials announced that a formal proposal 
to raise the amount of cash which poor people pay for food 
stamps will be published Friday. They said public 
comment on the proposal will be accepted until Dec. 27. 

U.ider the plan which President Ford announced as part 
ol an ov erall federal budget trimming program on Nov. 26, 
almost all families receiving food stamps would have to 
pay the legally allowable maximum of 30 per cent of their 
net income in order to get the food coupons. 

For most of the 14.7 million persons who now get food 
stamps, the plan would mean higher purchase costs and 
— as a direct result — lower benefits from the stamp plan . 
At present, average participating families pay only about 
24 per cent of their net income to get food stamps.

A ipvr years ago, a rather unpleasant vision of the 
future was presented in the movie "Farenheit 
451". The law enforcement officers of the society 

were dedicated to the task of sweeping aside all old 
and new ideas by burning every available book. At 
the time of the film's run, most everyone dismissed 
its view of the future as impossible.

Since the opening of schpol in September, 
several state school systems have been disrupted 
by irate parents who are disturbed with the content 
of their children's textbooks.

Bell's statement represents a departure from 
previous Office of Education policy. In the past, the 
agency has avoided taking any stand on textbook 
debates. But apparently, Bell could not resist the 
temptation to chastise book publishers for exposing 
children to a godless, obscene and excessively 
violent view of the Vorid. Bell recommended that 
we could use more books which emphasized the 
values contained in *'The Wizard of Oz", 
McGuffy's Readers and the Bible, for these 
materials **do not insult the values of most 
parents."

Title IX to end discrimination 



Intercollegiate athletics, one of the more reactionary com- 
ponents in our society, is about to be shaken out of its stagna- 
tion by a revolutionary measure called Title IX. 

In 1972, the Title IX section of the Education Act became 
law and declared that "no person in the United States shall be 
excluded from participation in, be denied benefits of, or be 
subjected to discrimination under any education program or 
activity receiving federal financial assistance." Briefly inter- 
preted this means that any high school or college receiving 
federal funding may lose that money if it does not provide 
equal athletic opportunity for women. 

For years, it has been no secret that women have been both 
systematically and culturaUy relegated to the cheering secticm 
when it came to athletic competition. This sitiiaticMi has 
developed in part, because of social norms and values 
deem it inappropriate for women to partid|Mte k 
Consequently we have seen the discrimisatory manner in 
which women have been allocated money and facOities for 
athletic purposes. While men's programs are enjoying enor- 
mous yearly budgets <rf several million dollars and the use of 
elaborate athletic facilities, women's programs have been 
dependent upon bake sales to insure financial survival. 

fa &ct, an mformal survey amdncted by WomenSports 
m^azbie showed that, on the avmge, men's athletic 
programs ^nd 30 times the money that women ' s programs 
doon the college level, fa many mstances, the survey showed 
that universities spent as much as 100 times more money on 
men*s p re g i ams than women's. 

The proposed guidelines for Title IX are intended to rectify 
the unfair treatment tfiat women have received from male- 
domm^ed, male-oriented athletic departments across the 
nation. This does not mean that women will receive equal ex- 
penditures, but rather an equal opportunity to compete. 



Gwen Gregory, an official for HEW's civil rights d:

Reminiscing ahoot here 
years with the Martha 
Graham Dance Company and 
providing encouraging ad- 
vice to dance majors, Helen 
McGehee, guest consultant 
with FSU's Dance Depart- 
ment, spoke to an audience of 
about 65 dance enthusiasts 
yesterday morning in Mont- 
gomery Gym. 

A lead dancer with the 
Martha Graham Company 
during Graham's peak period 
of creation, McGehee is an 
authority on the Graham 
technique of modern dancing 
which is probably the most 
popular technique used in 
teaching modern dance 



today. 

Based on a series of 
sequential exercises, the 
Graham Technique has 
recently achieved additional 
notoriety with Betty Ford, 
becoming First Lady. She 
was once a Graham dancer. 

McGehee portrayed a 
Graham who was flexible, 
demanding and sure of what 
she wanted.

Orlando WFL team goes into 
first World Bowl tonight, broke 



McCOY AIR FORCE 
BASE, Fla (UPI) — In a 
makeshift office in one corner 
of the once-posh Officers 
Club, Coach Jack Pardee 
drinks coffee from a plastic 
lieer mug, unwraps a dgar 
and talks about pride and 
anger and World Bowl I. 

"It's an been a mysteiy to 
me," said the scrft-spoken 
bossoftheFlorkfaiMazm, a 
team which keeps playing 
without pay Idt sheer love of 
the game and respect for 
their coach. "They're play- 
ing for themselves. They 
don't want to let «ac^ other, 
down." 

ba ttoiybMk flirfiiito M 
•f profeaslenal feotbaU's 
BMSt bimie episodes, llie 
Biasera will meet ike 
Bfea ri a g iMu B AnerfcaBs in 
the Worid FootbaD League's 
first champioBship game 
Thorsday night. 

The incredible part is they 
have been playing and 
winning (14-6 in the regular 
season) for 14 weeks without 
a full paycheck and fed a 
string of broken promises by 
a front office deeply in debt. 

Most have had to borrow 
money, many from the small 
loan companies. 

"But it's hard to get a good 
credit line with our situa- 
tion," said Pardee, a former 
member of the Washington 
Redskins' Over the Hill 
Gang. "Not only will they go 
home broke, they'll go home 
owing. If this happened in 
the NFL the whole team 
would go home." 

The Blazers use this 
abandoned bomber base as a 
training camp. 

One motel offered the 
team free housing. A laundry 
offered a big discount. One 
man from Winter Haven sent 
in an unsolicited $25 
donaticm. 

"My response is we're 
professionals , we * re not 
beggars," said Pftrdee, who 
has been touted as a 
contender for Coach of tiie 
Year honors for all of pro 
football. "We haven't been 
kxddng for handoots. 

"But It's tough when 
they're threatening to shut 
off your lights, your wife is 
bitching and you have kids to 
feed." 

So why do the Blazers keep 
playing? 

Linebacker Larry Ely, a 
former Cincinnati Bengal 
who is living off his savings 
and his wife's salary, said: 
"We signed a contract to 
play. We've got a chance to 
be world champs. Why argue 
about a few bucks?" 

"We're playing on pure 
pnde. " said Pardee. "We 
want to play now and become 
world champions. We've had 
a lot ol fun, but football is fun 
only when you're winning.'* 






Backup quarterback Bud- 
dy Palazzo,, who helped 
engineer last week's come 
from bdibid 18-15 semifinal 
victory over MeiB{diis when 
Bob Davis got hurt, said 
anger is another factor. 

"We're so angry that we 
want to win tHe World Bowl 
even if we have^ to eat 
. mckers. We're supposed to 
be playing for a living and 
we're not getting p«d. This 
knocks down the theory 
abont spoiled high-salaried 
atiiletes." 

Pardee said the bulk of the 
squad had contracts for 
between $18,000 and $20, 
as compared with the 
predominant salary range of 
$26,000 to $29,000 in the 
NFL. Players and coaches 
have received only about 
$1 ,500 each in two and a half 
months. 

Running back Tommy 
Reamon, the league's lead- 
ing rusher with 1,576 yards 
and a contender for the 
WFL's Most Valuable Player 
award, said: "Our next goal 
is to get a championship ring 
on our finger. That's all. 



baby. We have a team that 
has overcome so much." 

While Pardee manages to 
hold the team together, the 
team management remained 
evasive about when, or if, the 
players would get paid. 
Attorney Bob Deutsch, 
representing managing gen- 
eral partner Ronunie Loudd, 
said this week the $1.5 
million earmarked for the 
franchise by Cocoa Beach 
financier Robert Prentice 
would not be used for 
sidaries. The sale of the team 
to Prentice and his backers 
has been repeatedly delayed. 

Pardee, who overcame a 
bout with cancer 10 years ago 



and spent 17years in the NFL 
as a player and coach, 
believes his team can beat 
Birmingham. 

"I want to be there and put 
osk a show for the whole 
country," he said. 

The Memphis victory, 
which was televised nation- 
ally, was a game "111 never 
forget" for Pardee. 

"I've been on undefeated 
teams and Super Bowl 
teams, but what we had to go 
through makes the win even 
sweeter." 

And Pardee believes the 
WFL will survive its current 
financial maelstrom. 

"I think the league will be 



back next year, but 1 think 
it'll come back with a iot of 
changes," he said. 

Pardee himself may not be 
back. He says he has had 
some "casual conversa- 
tions" with NFL owners 
about returning to the bigger 
league.

How FSU Atiiie tics spends your money 



There is a controversy on the Florida 
State campus, as there is at many other 
schools across the nation, over the value 
of intercollegiate athletics. At FSU, and 
elsewhere, the Athletic Department has 
been assailed as chauvinistic by some, 
wasteful by others, and exploitative by 
still others. The fundamental question of 
whether the university should be in the 
business of Sports has come into 
question. 

Much of the controversy centers on 
the question of finances. Scores of 
Letters -to-the- Editor come to the 
Flambeau written by students "sick of 
Paying for the football team," or 
^I'ggesting that athletics be totally 
abolished at Florida State. 

The Flambeau has studied the 
question of Athletic Department 



finmces, imd has learned that many of 
the stndrats hokBng these Ofunions 
suffer misconceptions as far as 
who-is-paying-for-what.

the football program would turn a profit 
of over S475.000tofund the remainder of 
the Athletic Department. 

As for the A&S fees that do go to the 
Athletic Department, that total is 
$352,800. which is about one-fifth of the 
total A&S funds collected from students. 
That $352,800 is also a rather small 
percentage of a total athletic hnrigirl of 
over $2 million. 

Still, some students maintain, if the 
Athletic program didn't exist, the money 
it devours in ever-increasing amounts 
might be better spent in other places in 
the total scheme of the university. There 
is. however, no guarantee that Seminole 
Boosters would be able to collect

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Felons deserve access to higher education 



[Editor^s Note: The following is a speecli made to tlie Board 
of Regents at its last meeting on the question of fekms in 
higher education.] 



I understand the reason this meeting was called today is to 
examine the question of whether convicted felons should 
continue to have access to higher education facilities in the 
State of Florida. I also understand the argument given as the 
reason for ruling that state taxpayers' money should not be 
spent on financing the education of these felons, which our 
system happens to produce in multitude. 

Let us start with some basic arithmetic — which you fellows 
have failed to do. Last night, I sat down with a pen and paper 
and tried to determine which was a better investment, 
investing in a felon's education or no rehabilitation at all. 

It cost Florida taxpayers $12.50 per day to keep a felon 
locked up. It cost Florida taxpayers less than $5 a day to pay 
for state-supported education. Since 40 per cent of all felons 
admitted each year into Florida jails have already been there, 
I as a taxpayer, feel it is better to mvest $5 for educatioii rather 
than $12.50 to lock someone up again, it is also quite a bit 
more of a humanistic apptoach. It seems to me that your argu- 
ment makes absolatdly no sense and is what moat laws In tills 
ly m — A means to oootinae tbe soppiest of the 



served in Florida's jails in the sixties. In the seventies, there 
has been an increase in fekms of almost 50 per cent, resulting 
in a projection of 50,000 felons in and out of Florida's jails by 
1980. This means that in two decades, 80,000 people with the 
option of education denied them are forced back to the life 
they knew, that of crime. Gentlemen, 80,000 non-rehabilita- 
ted felons in Florida is a lot of people. 

The states object of prisons is to rehabilitate. Once rehabi- 
litated, these felons are then guaranteed equal protection 
under the law in whatever they do. By denying a felon 
graduate school because of his background, you are commit- 
ting yourselves to a tremendous obstruction of a felon's dvil 
liberties. 

Let me give you a brief critique of crime. Ninety per cent of 
crimes are crimes of poverty. These crimes are committed as a 
last grasp effort to stay alive. Now you may say» why do these

I do not want to condemn 
the innovattveness on the 
part of the university library 
administration. I do hope, 
however, that in its attempts 
to keep up with the changing 
times, it does not overlook 
the legitimate interests of 
students. 

I have in mind specifically 
the Reserved Book Room 
which used to occupy the en- 
tire north wing of the library 
building. Now, the Reserved 
Book Service has to share 
the same space with the main 
library catalogue and the Re- 
ference Section. A large por- 
tion of the floor space near 
the Reserved Book Section is 
occupied by listening booths 
for audio-visual users of re- 
served books. . 

The service offered by the 
Reserved Book Section has 
also been reduced in the last 
two years. Previously, in- 
structors had the option of 



The personnel of the 
Reserved Book Section is not 
entirely to blame for the 
abysmal quality of service. It 
is under-staffed and over- 
worked. I was a visiting 
lecturer at the Unviersity of 
Hong Kong two years ago. 
With a student body of only 
2,000 (about one-tenth that of 
FSU), its library has a re- 
served books section with a 
larger and better trained 
staff than the corresponding 
one at FSU. 

This brings me to the order 
of priorities of the university 
library administration. Ser- 
ving a university of the 
stature of FSU, it is impossi- 
ble to fault it for its com- 
mitment to research, with all 
that it implies — computer 
hook-ups and what-nots. 
However, it must be p<mited 
out that computer hook-ups 
and other recent iimovations 
have but a limited effect on 
the education of most of the

Granted, opera doesn't 
have to be dissected as a 
modem psychological drama 
should, but unless opera can 
answer some of those same 
fundamental questions about 
why the characters do what 
they do,then it should stand 
benignly beside its parent, 
the orat<Mrio, and just sing. 

The settings are difficult to 



evaluate. They are impres- 
sive in size and are relatively 
innovative in design — espe- 
cially the projections — but 
are rarely used as well as 
they might be. The untex- 
tured step units combine 
with the green carpetting to 
suggest a panelled waiting 
room, not the ethereal locales 
of Mozart's opera.

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Football gets 43% 

FSU to spend over $2-million 



The Florida State Athletic 
• Department will spend this 
year over a half-millioii 
dollars — $531,721 to be 
exact — for scholarships 
alone in the men's program 
while budgeting just $45,241 
for the total women's 
program. That $45,000 figure 
is just over 2 per cent of the 
overall AD eiqienditufes itf 
Florida State. 

The Atliletic Department 
win pay out another $654,018 
in salaries and matching 
funds and $669,805 in 
operating expenses, accord- 
ing to budget figures for a 
total expenditure of $2,047, 
531. The University of 
Florida's total exceeds $4 
million. 

Football, though it does 
fund a great deal of the 
non-revenue sports at FSU, 
devours 43.2 per cent of the 
entire AD budget. Neverthe- 
less, Head Coach darrell 
Mudra feels that it is 
imperative that football gets 
more money to run its 
program if it expects to 
compete on a major college 
level. 

After football, the next 
largest expense is for the 
Administration of the Ath- 
letic Department itself, 
consuming 24.9 per cent of 
the budget, or over $510,000. 

The largest spending for a 
sport after football is 
basketball, probably FSU's 
most successful team over 
the last few years. Hugh 
Durham's nationally re- 
spected team gets a 9.2 per 
cent share <^ the budget for a 
figure in excess of $188,238. 
While Durham's teams 
frequently play in post-seas- 
(Hi tournaments, the nature 
of the i^ort ^ctates that the 
additicmal ciq>ital realized 
from it is noiriiete near what 
the fbotbal team might earn 
with just one nbior bowl bid. 

Baseball, the only odier 
revenue-producing sport at 
FSU, win sprad around 
$78,000 this year, wfaidi is 
3.8 per cent of the total 
budget for intercollegiate 
athletics. Baseball has also 
frequently advanced to 
NCAA playoffs, though the 
money FSU acquires from 
such tournament play is even

Of the non-revenue pro- 
ducing sports, track gets 3.5 
per cent of the budget, 
spending $71,436 this year. 
Track also sends a number of 
athletes each year to NCAA 
tournaments, but the reven- 
ue generated by trad[ in 
NCAA competition is negli- 
gible in the overall budget. 

The other tlnee men's 
intercollegiate teams — 
swimmh^, gdf, and tenms 

— are allocated 5.6 per cent 
of the totid budget for just 
ui^er $116,000. 

Florida State's Sports 
biformaticm Office, which is 
charged with the Public 
Relations activity for FSU 
athletics — both men's and 
women's sports — is 
allocated $78,687, the major- 
ity of which pays for salaries 
and considerable printing 
costs. In addition to its PR 
work, the Sports Information 
Office performs an invalu- 
able service for the media 
covering FSU sports. 

As in any business — and 
FSU athletics is big business 

— one sport's austerity is 
often seen by another coach 
as extravagance. One FSU 
football coach once com- 
plained to me when Hugh 
Durham hired former FSU 
star Larry Gay as his "third 
assistant coach." (Actually, 
Durham has only two 
assistants.) 

"Hugh doesn't have to 
play the Alabama's, and the 
Auburn's, and the Florida's 
in the country," he said. All 
tiiree of those teams w&x 



ranked in the top five in the 
nation at one time this year. 

But Durham does have to 
play the Louisville's and the 
Purdue's, which are also 
nationally-ranked teams. It is 
doubtful whether Hugh 
Durham considers they help

Through the first half of 
I this century, when FSU was 
the Florida SUte College for 
Women, the Lady Semmoles 
didn't have a voradons 
[men s athletic program to 
ompete with for ftindmg. 
I Those early women athletes 
I established a competitive 
tradition for the little 
'Tallahassee college. 

Then, in 1947. FSCW 
made the mistake of 
admitting men. and Wom- 
en s Athletics soon lapsed 
into dormancy. 

But women athletes at FSU 
arc demanding their rightful 
share of the athletic budget 
and facilities once again, and 
with the aid of Title IX, 
expect to get what they 
deserve. 

Title IX is the Department 
of Health. Education, and 
Welfare's way of enforcing 
the Education Act of 1972, 
which prohibited any institu- 
tion receiving federal funds 
from discriminating on the 
basis of sex or anything else. 
It will demand "compar- 
able" programs for athletes 
of both sexes. 

Presently. $45,241 out of 
the total budget of over $2 
million has been set aside for 
Women's Athletics. That is 
the least amount allocated for 
women of Florida's three 
largest universities. FSU 
Athletic Director John Brid- 
gers says that fact is 
misleading. 

If you just take the dollar 
figure, it looks bad, but when 
you take it as a percentage of 
the total athletic budget, we 
probably allocate the most of 
those schools for Women's 
Athletics," Bridgers said. "I 
know we spend more than the 
University of Florida. 

To be in the kind of 
financial straits we're in, 
I'^sing a half-million dollars 
last year aad yet increasing 



the aUocatioo to Women's 
Athletics by about 67 per 
cent, I don't think anyone can 
say we're not trying,*' 
Bridgers said. 

Women's Athletics used to 
be subsumed under the 
Intramural program and was 
at the mercy of its budget 
decisions. But it has since 
become part of Intercollegi- 
ate Athletics, and in 1972 
Marlene Fumell was named 
Women's Athletic Director. 
She works under Bridgers, 
who she says is making a 
great effort to help where he 
can. 

**I have to give a lot of 
credit to John Bridgers," 
Furnell said last week. "He 
and Bill Rowe, my immediate 
superior, have done every- 
thing they can for us." 

Since she's talking about 
her bosses, her kudos aren't 
surprising. But she insists 
that she's sincere. "Their 
problem is money. Of course 
they're going to look out for 
the men first. But they've 
really made an effort." 

Critics of Title IX have 
claimed the women are 
demanding an equal share of 
money which is becoming 
increasingly hard to find. 
Furnell says that isn't true. 

"We just want comparable 
programs." she said. 
"We're realistic enough to 
know that we're not going to 
get the exact same amount of 
money." 

One argument that has 
been raised is that, since 
women constitute over half of 
the student body, they ought 
to get half of the Student 
Activity Fees. That would be 
about $176,000 this year, 
which would be a windfall of 
almost four times the current 
women's budget. Bridgers 
feels that solution is 
unrealistic. 

"That's not giving any 
kind of consideration to the

interest in men's athletics 
and the efforts we've made 
over the years to build the 
men's program to where it is 
now," Bridgers said. 

"To equalize the budgets 
would bring down the quality 
of the men's programs, to 
pay for the increase in 
women's budgeting, and I 
don't think the student body 
wants that. I don't think even 
the women want that." 

Furnell 's job, then, is to 
find additional sources of 
income, and that's not easy. 
"I think the women alumnae 
are ready to contribute," 
Furnell said. 

"Money begets money. 
But I don't have the time or 
money to go out and raise 
money. We don't have it, so 
we can't go out and get it." 

Furnell did say that as soon 
as the Lady Seminole logo 
gets its trademark and 
copyright, FSU will be able to 
make money off the sale of 
T-shirts and other novelties 
bearing the Lady Seminole 
legend.

been very competitive that 
last few years, and recently 
the women's volleybafl team 
won the right to go to the 
national tournament in 
Fortland. Bridgers agreed to 
pay for the trip, to the tune of 
roughly $6,000, after making 
a fritdi to Stiklent Govern- 
ment for more Activity fees 
for specia] trips such as this. 

Most people in the 
women's athletic department 
seem to feel that progress 
has been made in giving 
women their equal share, 
though the women's pro- 
gram is still run on a 
shoe-string. They also are 
adamant that such efforts 
must continue. 

Whether these efforts can 
continue in a time of 
recession is impossible to 
predict. But women athletes 
won't be happy unless their 
funding continues to in- 
crease, and armed with Title 
IX, they've got the power of 
government behind them. 

The battle for women's 
athletics is far from over.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. — 
Newly united, jubilant De- 
mocrats concluded Ameri- 
ca's first mid-term political 
convention Sunday, confi- 
dent they are on the road 
back to the White House. 

The three-day convention, 
which many feared would 
rekindle the bitter feuds that 
have ravaged the party, 
ended with a fragile, newly 
forged harmony that party 
leaders pray will endure 
through the presidential 
electimis of 1976. 

The 2500 delegates and 
alternates adopted the 
party's first diarter — filled 
with many of the reforms 
advocated by George S. 
McGovem and his troops 
two years ago — and

The convention also 
turned into a round the dock

vention. 

But the biggest ovations 



were reserved for some of 
the party titans of the past, 
including McGovem, who 
led Democrats to their most 
disastrous defeat in 1972 and 
who announced at the con- 
vention that he would not 



seek or accept the nomina- 
tion again. 

The smooth running con- 
vention was orchestrated by 
National Chairman Robert 
S. Strauss, who came to the 
convention determined to 
leave with a unified party 
and engineered a back room 
deal at the last moment 
which averted a walkout by 
blacks and their allies.

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Expert decries food refusal 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The U.S. refusal to coaunit 
additional help to the 
world's hungry during the 
recent food conference in 
Rome was a serious dipk>- 
mttic blunder, a leading 
governmental expert on 
world resources said Son- 
day. 

Lester Brown, fmierly a 
fellow at the Overseas De- 
velopment Council and now 
head of his own Worldwatch 
Institute, said the failure of 



the United States to respond 
''undermined the potential 
success of the conference." 

"Its failure to commit any 
additimial food aid at all 
during the Rom Confer- 
ence," Brown said, "was ... 
a serious diplomatic and tac- 
tical blunder." 

He pomted out that the 
conference was called at the 
initiative of the United 
States. Brown was inter- 
viewed on UPI Audio's 
"Wa^ington Window.' 



•*We came to the confer- 
ence with very little, very 
little in the way of a substan- 
tive commitment on the part 
of the United States in the 
way of food or capital or 
anything else that would 
address either the short or 
the long term food prob- 
lem,*' he said. 

"The result of that was 
that we lost an opportunity 
to put pressure on other 
countries to commit resour- 



ces. We should have been 
leading. As it was, we be- 
came a serious drag on the 
conference." 

Brown also said he thinks 

President Ford is "making a 
serious political mistake" in 
not responding more fully to 
the doof crisis. 
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Israeli minister arrives 




WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
^raeli Foreign Minister 
j,al Alien arrived here 
mdiy expressing hope to 
"achieve some political 
progress" toward a Middle 
East settlement in talks with 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger and other high 
U.S. officials. 

"Maybe it is overdue 
already," Allon said on his 
arrival at Washington Na- 
tional Airport from New 
York. He was met at the 
airport by Kissinger, who 
embraced him, and by the 
Israeli ambassador to Wash- 
'ngton. Simcha Dinitz. The 
formal discussions begin 
Monday at the State 
"Wmcnt.

Just before Allon left 
Jerusalem, a sharp debate 
broke out when Israeli Prime

Firsttthe Flambeau is to be 
oommended for sticking to 
its no-censorship policy. By 
printing David McKinley's 
letter in its entirety, you 
support a precedent where- 
by the students may freely 
voice their opinions. A stu- 
dent may criticize the admi- 
nistration, the pre^dent, 
God, the Flambeau, or any- 
thing he wishes without fear 
that his thoughts wifl be 
attacked before they can 
reach the public. The paper 
ensured its position as a 
voice of the student. 

Now, some thoughts about 
the many letters sent in re- 
ply. Ms. Corbett, how do you 
know that McKinley has re- 
ceived bad vibes from Jews? 
While many of our hates and 
fears stem from what we 
don't know or are unfamiliar 
with, you assume that of 
necessity there were direct 
and rational reasons for Mc- 
Kinley's dislike for Jews. As 
other writers pointed out, 
McKinley has probably 
never been to an event at a 
Jewish temple, or else he 
would never have made that 
analogy. In fact, he was 
basing his statement on a 
general stereotype. Perhaps 
he thought his choice of 
words was sharp, or perhaps 
he was just repeating an idea 
^^hich he had heard before. 
But let's face it. hates and 
prejudices are produced 
more by what we don't know 
about other people than by 
what we do know. 

This is why Jews and 
other minority group peoples 
have every right to take 
such conunents personally, 
in the long run, they wffl m- 
^uence how a ocmqilete 
stranger wiU judge me and 
deal with me, not based on 
"ly personal merits but 
based on some DOtkm whkh 
he had picked up about wimk 
^ Jewish perscm is supposed 
to be like. Comments like 
those of McKmley serve only 



to perpetuate and promote 
myths that would be better 
off forgotten. By promoting 
such myths that Jews are 
cheap or blacks are lazy or 
women are meant only to be 
housewives. individuals 
within those groups wiU be 
judged by what they are and 
not by who they are. When 
discriminatory statements 
are made that will, by 
influencing others, afifect me 
in the future. I am entitled to 
view sttdi a statement as an 
attack on my character and 
on my potential. 

Finally, a note to my 
fellow Jewi^ respondents. 
My first reaction to the letter 
was the same as yours, but 
after waiting for the outrage 
to subside. I realized that for 
every McKinley, there are 
100 other jerks out there who 
aren't writing and speaking, 
but are thinking the same 
sentiments as was he. After 
all, in an age when folks are 
just getting used to the idea 
that we don't have horns on 
our heads, how can you 
expect all of them to like us? 
Face the fact that Jews 
aren't universally admired, 
and then have the patience 
for the David McKinleys that 
a parent has for a 3-month 
old baby. Your demands for 
apologies aside, the world 
will grow up at its own pace; 
and like a child, no faster. 
For peace of mind, recognize 
that we are going to have to 
put up with this "Chazarai" 
(nonsense) for quite a while 
longer. 

The next time a McKinley 
pops up, then, don't turn the 
other cheek (to borrow from 
anodier tradition) but turn 



the page. It's ridiculotts to 
demand an apology from a 
child who doesn't ej/tn kmom 
that k's done wrong.

Encounters with the popular ^^ 
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EcMot* Note! The foBow- 
hUhflicnir— dhMtoHmeet 
ii a fMD^part series on 
WaMb Springs and the 
i»attie being waged by en- 
vtronmentalist Tom Morrill 
to preserve the area. 

The year the current, 
popular Governor took office 
for the first time, 1971, he 
had a good margin of voles 
and a kmg time hebs/te need- 
ing to mn again. Thus, he 
sought to rid himself of the 
"dkty p6meB'' of having 
entered office with Tom 
. Adams, his 1970 running 
mate. How better to be 
**clean" than to fight Ed 
Ball. 

In August, 1971, the 
Attorney General's depart- 
ment released the opinion 
tiiat all Ball's encroachments 
in the Wakulla River were 
illegal. Navigable waters 
and their bottoms belong to 
the people, and cannot be 
taken or used by private 
interests without state per- 
mits, which Ball never 
sought and did not have. 
Within a week, Ben Thomp- 
son, a young local attorney 
who told me he wanted the 
publicity and to help nature, 
got me into the case partly 
by assuring me that Askew, 
as well as the Attorney 
General, would support me 
if I filed suit against Ball. 
Thompson said he'd been to 
Stetson with Jay Landm, 
Askew's environmental legal 
aide, and Landers told han 
oi the Governor's concern 
that Ball was destroying 
Walmlla Sfnings. (Landers is 
aoiw staff director (tf ^ In- 
ternal Impfovemoit Trust 
Ageiu^. Headed by A^ew 
and the Cahmet, this agency 
is diarged widi administer- 
ing the state's lands and 
waters. Landm succeeded 
Joel Kttpetberg who re- 
signed unconvincingly in 
June, 1974.) 

In early September of 
1971, having filed my first 
complaint Aug. 17, I asked 
'Landers in his office if it 
were true that the Governor 
had said he was concerned 
that Wakulla Springs was 
being exploited under the 
guise of conservation. Lan- 
ders' answer was, "Yes, 
that is substantially cor- 
rect." I remember very well 
how the question was 
phrased and Jay's answer. 
Within a week of the Gover- 
nor's aide telling me that, 
less than a month following 
release of Shevin's opinion 
— Sept. 5 — in front of a 
Labor Day vacation crowd. 
Askew and Bud Dickinson 
rode a Wakulla Springs pay 
boat with Ed Ball. 
Then, for a period of four 
lonths, with my case pend- 
^g before the circuit court. 



Arthur Canaday, Assistant 
State Attorney who wrote 
the Wakulla opinion (now 
Askew 's legal coonsel), and 
Jim . Etheridge, one of the 
best men ever in Florida 
government, also In l^evln's 
oflloe, tdd me repeate<fly — 
at least eight times, the two 
of diem — oi the st r an ge st 
goinga-on I've ever heard of. 
They were trying to get 
Shevin to bring soil to de- 
fend his opinion, and he 
would expect that Askew 
was dealing widi Ball to get 
Wakulla Springs given to the 
state. Canaday and Ethe- 
ridge were hearing this from 
both Kuperberg and Lan- 
ders. Shevin couldn't go it 
alone against the whole rest 
of he "big money" Cabinet 
without support of the popu- 
lar Governor. (I also have 
this gift story from a friend 
to whom Kuperberg, As- 
kew 's man. told it on two 
occasions). That this dealing 
was wrong was demonstra- 
ted by Kuperberg who, 
when I confronted him with 
it following the Feb. 22, 
1972, Trustees' meeting, 
denied he'd ever told anyone 
such a thing. Kuperberg 
now said that Askew had 
never had this dealing with 
Ball. 

Knowing Wakulla firings 
was being destroyed under 
tiie guise of conservation, 
behind the fix>nt of Ball's 
foundation — the Audol 
Society having by this time 
pulled out — Ad^ew nmst 
have realized Ball was using 
the gift ploy to allow the 
Governor "deniability" m 
not diaOenging him, to keep 
Askew fiiom suing. Ball was 
daiming his Wakulla Silver- 
Springs Company owned the 
river. It was vastly improper 
for Askew to deal with Ball 
until state ownership was 
established by the courts, 
and when the question was 
before the courts. 

After four months of 
screwing around by politi- 



cians, lawyers and the 
judge, my suit finally forced 
the Trustees to make a 
choice. Ball or conservatkm. 
Choosing Ball, they were 
joined as defendants on 
BaU's side. That this deci- 
sion was primarily Askew's 
is tiie import of the followhig 
quote from the Wakulla 
News Jan. 6, 1972: "Thomp- 
scm said he had discussed 
the matter with the attorney 
for tiie Trustees, and at first 
had the distinct impressiofi 
tiie Trustees would inter- 
vene if the suit were started 
by an individual. Thompson 
said the lawyers later told 
him, *We have been instruc- 
ted by the Governor's office 
not to intervene in this mat- 
ter. We have been told to 
have a hands-off attitude 
toward the litigation.' ** 

The Trustees' appeal brief 
concedes Wakulla Springs 
developments are "illegal," 
but they are approved by the 
Trustees as benefiting the 
environment. But how can 



environment, which is social 
as well as natural and the 
natural depending on the 
social, be benefiting by ille- 
gal acts? Conceding Ball is 
illegal, the Trustees admit 
they themselves violate the 
law; thus they are jomed 
widi BaU in court. For it is 
Ball's lack of permits which 
the Trustees are reqnhred to 
administer that make illegal 
tiie balkheadtng and fining, 
dredging and fencing. Fur- 
thermore, the Trustees are 
illegal in then- cl«m BaU 
benefits the environment. 
Chapter 253 specifies * 'Bio- 
logical surveys" in deter- 
mining whether permits are 
to be granted, surveys the 
Trustee politicians never 
had. 

With Governor and Cabinet 
backing three-billion-dollar 
Ball, it's not surprising a 
lone citizen, who ended try- 
ing the suit himself, having 
found no lawyer who would 
fight that combination, was 
wiped out in circuit court. (In 



the year during which I had 
lawyers before the trial, 
though I constantly pleaded 
with tliem to do so, no ialer* 
rogatory questicmed weie 
served on BaU and tlie Trus- 
tees.) Afanoat two years aft» 
filing my first oonqilaiiit, the 
circuit court finally gave iu 
decision: The Wakulla Siver 
was not navigable and be- 
longed to Ed BaU. The Trus- 
tees tiien met, voting to 
appeal tlie ownership issue 
only.

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Marshall traveling in rough waters

anyone's reckoning, FSU's President Stanley MarshaU 
had a rough quarter. 
One controversy after another has rocked his administra- 
tion this fall, straining relations with faculty almost to the 
breaking point. 

Some say that faculty discontent has been caused by 
affirmative Action, Action Fonn II and reorganization 
roc^rams that have been initiated during the past year. 
Others point to collective bargaining and maintiun that the 
acultv are merely looking for controversial issues to beef up 
he r bargaining strength. Still others say plam and simply 

at administrative ineptness is caadng the discontent. 

Whatever the cause, many believe Marshall to be in the 
lost serious trouble since he took the job six and a half years 
.go And throughout it all, students have remi^ied oddly 
uiet. mustering only a few boos during the half-time of the 
Bavlor football game when Marshall was introduced. They 
nave, for the most part, watched from the sidelines as the 
^acultv-administrative dog-fighting has finally broken out 
nto the open. 

The stage was set at the year's first Faculty Senate 
meeting when Senate President Dr. Fred Standley made an 
nusually aggressive speech criticizing administration 
Plunders. Marshall reportedly looked grim during Standley's 
alk and later said, *it doesn't become this body for the 
-esident (Standley) to mock us in this matter." 

Discussion of Marshall's ouster first made headlines on 
Nov. 1 when the two competing faculty unions clashed over 
the issue. Dr. Robert Fisher, chemistry professor and presi- 
dent of the local chapter of the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors (AAUP) said that Marshall should be 
removed from the presidency. 

Fisher cited university reorganization and the Affirmative 
Action program as the main reasons for faculty discontent. 

In a reaction statement, the United Faculty of Florida 
(IFF) said that the ouster of Marshall would not necessarily 
solve any problems. 

"Success will not be dependent upon the 'good will' of an 
appointed administrator," Ron Good, president of the FSU 
apter of the UFF, said. * 'It will be dependent upon the 
strength of the organization which represents its 
ooOeagues." 

Good blamed "the lack of aay effective means lor 
determining our academic and eoniomic oonditioas/' as tiie 
real cause of faculty ^ssentkm. 

Marshall was m hot water again several days later when it 
was alleged that he had a omflict of interest in connection 
with the university's purdhase of a new paridng lot. 
Denact Rainey, Jr., a partner of MarshaD's m a Mcfwmt 
land development on Lake Jackson, was also an officer of 
First Investment Corp., the company whidi sM the lot to 
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the university. Marshall denied aay conflict, b« the UFF 
said it intended to look into the matter. 

What has since been labeled **a grave error" by one 
faculty member was made by KteshaU on Nov. 6 when, in 
response to a reporter's query, he said he would resign If a 
majority of informed faculty wanted him to. He made the 
comment at a * 'Humanizing the University" lecture after 
inviting * *tough questions. * * 

Faculty reaction to the statement was cautious, with most 
of those interviewed favoring a wait-and-see attitude. Dr. 
Greg Choppin, associate chairperscm of the Faculty Senate 



Steering C^mralttee. said at the time that he \. as against 
taking a general vote among the faculty to lettk the 
question. 

"h would be a popularity thmg; we would have to sharpen 
the issues." Choppin said. "I could sec a group of faculty 
examining the direction of the univer»ty and coming up with 
recommendations to change that direction." 

Marshal] was soon to redefine his position during a speech 
to the Student Senate. He said that his earlier statements

about resignation had been misinterpreted in The Flambeau 
and The Tallahassee Democrat. 

**I don't believe much of what I read about me in The 
Flambeau," Marshall said, 'i wouldn't rush into 
resignation. If after the issues were heavily weighed and 
people were not carried away and the majority of the faculty 
wanted my resignation, I would resign." 

The Flambeau followed up by sponsoring a balloting on 
the issue in an effort to provide a forum for faculty opinion. 
Not all faculty members supported the poll, wtth some 
saying that it would degenerate into a popularity contest. 
One wrote, "This poll represents the type of anti-think that 
fesponsible faculty abhor. How we've filled at omr 
educational taski" 

Of approzinuitdy 1300 faculty members, 33 te^Nmded 
with 25 sappordng resignatiiMi and eight i^iposing it. 

At the Nov. 20 Faculty Senile meeting, Marshall 
surprised Senate members when he made what some faculty 
members later called an "emotional plea" for the Scaate to 
censure Fac^ Senate President Standley. The request was 
made after Marshall learned that discussion of his 
resignation had been placed on tiie Senate agenda. 

Marshall said he was "shocked by the dishonor displayed 
by Fred Standi^." 

According to UFF local president and Senate member Ron 
Good, "MarshaU's rather emotional plea before the Senate 
mdicated that he misunderstood the Senate's intent and 
thought they were going to vote on whether he should keep 
his job." 

Another Senate member said that Marshall's speech 
before the group "was full of abominations and general 
threats against the faculty at large." 

Following his speech, the Senate resolved to appoint an ad 
hoc committee to study the state of the university and 
provide a perception of the present problems. That 
committee has yet to report on its findings. 

The crowning rebuttal to Marshall's administration came 
when The Tallahassee Democrat ran a full page special 
report several weeks ago speculating on Marshall's possiMe 
ouster. 

In that article it was pointed out that the average 
American university president lasted only four years and 
Marshall was ah^y into his sixth. Reportedly, Marshall's 
inaccessibility was the most disturbing Uctoi to facuty. 

Interestin^y enough, Mar^all could be lacking key 
support from the Board of Regents (BOR). The article said 
there was "litfle love test" betwem former Chancellor 
Robert Mautz and Marshall.

Struggling with ways to 
implement Affirmative Ac- 
tion without also imple- 
menting reverse discrim- 
ination, the university's plan 
for ending segregation in 
hiring policies has encount- 
ered considerable opposition 
this quarter. 

Charges and counter- 
charges have been fired from 
various segments of the 
university, with some em- 
ployes threatening to file suit 
because of the new guide- 
lines designed to bring more 
blacks, women and other 
minorities into the univer- 
sity's employ. 

Basically, the plan is 
designed to bring in more of 
those who had been 
discriminated against in the 
past by "not hiring whites 
until a 20 percent black ratio 
is established." 

President Stanley Mar- 
shall first issued a mem- 
orandum Jan. 29 which left 
many questions unanswered 
about the implementation of 
Affirmative Action, and 
included strong suggestions 
of what could happen to 
administrators who filled to 
follow these practices. 

Directhw number four on 
the original memo stated that 
"Affirmative Acticm success 
shall be a major factor in 
evaluating administrators for 
purposes of promotion and 



salary increases." 

Number five on the same 
memo said that **the Dean of 
Faculties and the Division of 
Personnel Relations will not 
process appointment papers 
for any employe who^e 
appointment is being made 
in violation of the Affirmative 
Action procedures relating to 
recruitment and hiring.** 

A second memo, released 
Sept. 20, called for "a 
minimum of 80 percent of 
faculty, administrative and 
personnel vacancies to be 
filled by minorities and 
women, equally distrib- 
uted." This part of the 
program was also applied to 
career service employes. 

Marshall later defended 
this part of his memo, saying 
that the 80 percent figure was 
merely a **goal*' and not a 
quota. 

Marshall said previously 
that the 80 percent minority 
hiring plan "may not be the 
only or the most amenable 
way to advance the interests 
of the university at this 
time," but that the increased 
percentage is ** entirely 
reasonable." 

As kmg as the black is fully 
qualified, we're going to hire 
blacks for a tiirc ontil we 
begin to show some 
pr o g ress," MarshaO told the 
Faculty Seaate.

that FSU was Waiving the 
experience requirements for 
black applicants*' to in^re 
rapid desegregation of 
university jobs. Two FSU 
enqiloyes made the charge, 
and said they planned to file 
suit because ui the alleged 
inequity. 

The two en^doyes said a 
bladL applicant was hired 
over qualified wlites in their 
department, even thougli she 
was "grossly unqualified." 

At that time, one of the 
officials diarged tiiat "Af- 
firmative Action has become 
black actloii. The whole 
system is being lopsided in 
favor of blacks. Why aren't 
other minority groups being 
represented?" 

The two employes said 
they were especially upset by 
a memo from assistant to the 
president for minority affairs 
Freddie Groomes that al- 
legedly stated no emergency 
employes may be hired by 
the university unless they are 
black. 

According to the employ- 
es, the university is ignoring 
state hiring practices, not 
only by waiving the job 
requirements for blacks, but 
also in stating that only 
blacks be hired to fill 
emergency positions. 

"You can't say it's illegal 
to waive requirements if 
you're white and legal if 
black," one of the employes 
said. 

In another incident, a 
professional photc^apher 
charged the Personnel office 
with "pigeon-holing my 
application." He farther 
charged tiiat standard hiring 
pfooedues were not followed 
in his case, because he never 
received an interview time or 
rejection notice. 

Edward Herp, director of 
WFSU-TV and the person 
who would have interviewed 
the i^ographer, said that 
he never received the 
application from the Person- 
nel office. The photographer 
is now engaged in legal suit 
against the university. ^Tm 
suing the system, not the 



individuals." he said. "It 
seems to me that a white has 
the same chance as a snow- 
ball in hell of being hired 
under the Affirmative Action 
policy." 

The station did hire a black 
to fill the position. "I want to 
make it clear that I don 't want 
the black they hired to lose his 
job," the photographer said, 
"but my rights have 
definitely been neglected." 

In the law library, director 
Edward Schroeder reported- 
ly was told by the Personnel 
office and the department 
provost to hire a black, 
regardless of her qualifica- 
tions. Schroeder had origi- 
nally decided to hire a more 
qualified women, when he 
reportedly received notifica- 
tion from the Personnel office 
to reinterview the black. 

According to a law li- 
brarian, the job was highly 
technical and required ex- 
tensive knowledge of the li- 
brary to aid with graduate 
student researdi. 

"She probably doesn't 
even know the material in the 
card catelog," the librarian 
said. "The position is highly 
technical and this women 
does not have the appro- 
priate qualifications. If we 
were to train her, it would 
take a year. What are the 
students to do in the mean- 
time? 

According to the two uni- 
versity employes, "Everyone 



is afraid of losing their jobs, 
and that's why more of these 
situations haven't come to 
light." 

Several other persons have 
expressed their intent to file 
suit against the university. 
One woman was allegedly 
denied any of the three jobs 
she applied for at Strozier 
Library. 

"It doesn't make any dif- 
ference if you're a woman or 
not," she said, "because the 
only way you'll be hired is if 
you're a black woman." 

Affirmative Action is sup- 
posedly geared toward hiring 
more women in all levels of 
the university, but the pho- 
tographer and the two 
employes have a different 
opinion. 

"Look at the power struc- 
ture," the photographer 
said. "Freddie Groomes, a 
black woman, is in charge m 
minority affairs. Personnel is 
directly under her command. 
The Personnel office is 
staffed wi^ 90 per cent 
blacks, and most oi them are 
women. Now how can a white 
male, or even a white female 
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have a chance?" 

The photographer further 
charged that not one has any 
real knowledge into the way 
the Personnel department 
operates. 

"They have pigeon-holed 
my application, which is 
against state law, and are 
referring only one black 
applicant at a time to the 
department with an open- 



ing. ' he said. ''The hiring 
individaal has no choice, 
because he might lose his job 
if a black is not hired." 

All of the individuals who 
contacted the Flambeau with 
their complaints, whether 
faculty, Staff or otherwise, 
said they were in favor of the 
university's intentions, but 
voiced disfavor about the 
implementation. 
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Joint degree programs 
gain grudging acceptance 
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Snidt nts in a number of FSU departments will have to take 
trtain required courses at Florida A<&M University 
^ginning in the fall of next year under a directive sent down by 

Board of Regents (BOR) and made public this quarter. 
The edict, called Action Form Two, was drawn up by the 
)R in an effort to end segregation in Florida's State 
liversity System (SUS). The U.S. Department of Health, 
lucation and Welfare's Office of Civil Rights ordered 
^segregation of the system when it failed to measure up to 
[deral standards last year. 

Sixteen disciplines at FSU were ordered by Executive Vice 
resident Bernard Sliger to begin investigations into the 
(asibility of their participation in the program. Sliger said 
irticipation by these disciplines would not be mandatory "if 
Masons exist why it won't wofit" but added sudi reas<ms 
iust be valid. 

Those disc^Uaea involved in the preliminary studies 
^eluded Nursing, Speedi Pathology and Audiology, Home 
>noinics, Qothing and Teitiles, Food and Nutrition, 
fbrary Science, Special Educatkm, Interior Design, Art, 
fusic, Industrial Arts, Data PMcessing, Computer Science, 
[)tel and Restaurant Management, Crimindogy and Social 
brk. 

Although FSU could lose federal fnadlag if it does not 
)mply with the directWe, there was connderable opposition 
the guidelines from students, faculty members and 
Iministrators both here and at FAMU. 
University President Stanley Marshall argued against 
[ction Form Two when It was being considered by the BOR 
irlier this year. Marshall called it "educationally unsound" 
id urged the Regents to reject It. 
Sliger, who has been diarged with the supervision of the 
rogram at FSU, said he thought the plan was "unfair" 
^cause it singled out FSU to carry ' 'more of the burden than 
should have to.** 

"I've long believed that desegregation of the State 
Iniversity System cannot take place in Tallahassee alone," 
|iger said. 

Dr. Gertrude Simmbns. Vice President for Academic 

fairs at FAMU, said she realized there was opposition to the 
3gram but said Action Form Two was "something we'll 
ive to learn to live with. 
I would hope that as enlightened people, we will maintain 
open mind and do some intelligent investigating before we 
lake any decision to oppose the program," she said. 
Simmons said faculty members at FAMU had failed to rally 
?hind the directive and that FAMU students were concerned 
)ut the guidelines. 
"Students are where they are because that's where they 
[ant to be," Simmons said. 

Such certainly seemed to be the case with a number of FSU 
fudents involved in degree programs that might be affected 
Action Form Two. Graduate students in the School of 
[nminology said they were ' 'concerned with getting a degree 
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that will mean something" and said they feared that with joint 
degree programs would cone a lowering of academic 

standards. 

"If they're going to reduce the standards, then we wHl be 
the ones to suffer," one of the students said. 

Sliger said that "provisions for the assurance of quality 
•control" were contained in Action Form Two. However, 
several persons contacted by the Flambeau said they weie 
aware of a memo sent out by Sliger's office which reportedly 
urged the adoption of teaching methods "appropriate" to 
both FSU and FAMU students. Sliger said he had 
double-checked his records and could find no evidence of such 
a memo. He said he was "nioety-nlne per cent sore" tiiat the 
memo did not exist. 

Dr. Robert Fisher, President of the FSU du^yter of ttie 
American Association of Universty Ptofessors, (AAUP), 
asked the Faculty Senate to set 1^ an ad hoc committee to look 
into the prognon. 

"Such a merger should only be considered aUnr an 
extensive study oi the Impact on the respective academic 
pro-ams (has been undertaken) by the fKulties of the two 
institutions," Fisher said. 

Most o^ the trepidation surrounding Action Form Two 
appears to stem from tiie lact that FSU officials wm not 
consulted by the State University System, the BOR or the 
Department of Education when the program was being 
dn^ed. 

"Action Form Two is part oi an agreement between the 
State of Florida and the Office of Ovil Rights,*' said FSU's 
Coordinator for Equalizing Educaticmal Opportunity Russell 
Kropp. 

"The state is under a court order to implement . . . Action 
Form Two," Kropp said. "FAMU and FSU cannot steer a 
contrary course.'

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Parking gripes reacii a new tieigiit

When the lidl qoatter began, dissatis- 
factioe with the cafl^iis-wide parldag situ- 
tioe was at its highest lord m lecent yean. 
Stsdnis ooo^lahwd of hMdeqaate fiMffities 
aad aasympalhetic adflihystnlois. 

OrgaaizitioBS came iad went aed leoon- 
mendatkms were made. The clamor for 
immediate action has ceased, yet eMay fed 
that the problems remain. 

At the beginning of the quarter, 21,000 
students were expected to attend courses at 
FSU. Approximately 9,000 received **W" 
parking stickers, enabling them to park in 
designated areas around campus. Yet, only 
3,345 spaces had been set aside for "W" 
vehicles. 

Norman Feder, Assistant Coordinator of 
Traffic Affairs, was not optimistic about the 
parking problem plaguing the university. 
"Both faculty and students complain about 
the parking problem," he said. **The simple 
fact is that there just aren't enough spaces." 

It has been hoped that the on-campus bus 
system, the Seminole Express, would pro- 
vide the solution to many of FSU's parking 
woes. However, that system is ei^eriendng 
financial difiGculties. 

Student disomtent w^ the parldng situa- 
tion prompted tiie formation of tiie National 
Association for the Advancraient of Patting 
Spaces (NAAPS). The organizatiim was 
formed in an attempt to bring student 
frustrations to the attention of administra- 
tors, according to NAAPS founders. 

The groin's first effort involved the 
removal of 16 tickets whidi were inoofiecdy 



issued to motorists in the Mabry Heights 
area. Small protests led to a major move, the 
declaration of a "Parking Crisis Day." 

NAAPS spokespersons called for all 
students with "W" permits to park in one of 
the *'R" or reserved aoees kicated in various 
portions of the campus. The group 
sagggested that stndeoAs recdvhig tickets 
deposit them In a hoKia tiieUaioo "m order 
that our goals nuy he w^ amplified and 
coosequendy under s tood hy tfie ailminislra - 
tion." 

Accordmg to one Pttfcmg Crisis Dqr oo- 
ordmator, ^ campus polloe "played 
NAAPS perfectly. The admhustntai knows 

how to handle situations Ifte tUs," 
spokesperson said. "They ignored the pro- 
test and totally ruined its effectivaiess." 

hi partial response to the unsuooessfid 
protest, Student Government (SG) officials 
created a Parking Crisis Task Force. Initiated 
by Secretary of Internal Affairs Don Wein- 
stein, the task force membership included 
Vice President for University Relations Steve 
McClellan, FSU Traffic Coordinator Terry 
Denham and Chief Student AfEurs Officer 
Eddie Bass. 

An SG proposal which would reallocate all 
on-campus parking spaces was discussed. 
The proposal, which is yet to have been acted 
on, suggests the reallocation of all 
on-campus parking spaces. 

If this suggestion ever becomes a reality, 
spaces will be numbered from one to 6300, 
with parking stickers numbered correspond- 
ingly. In addition, spaces will be indicated on 
a nu^ so that purchasers may dioose the 
^aces fiiqr wish to buy.

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Aronofsky's impeachment 
threat killed in committee

Attempts to impeach Student Body President David 
Aronofsky appear to have ended with the rejection of a bill of 
impeachment by a Student Senate committee last week. 

The impeachment proceedings centered on several 
controversial long distance telephone calls and travel 
expenditures Aronofsky ade during his term of office. 

Student Body Vice President Jan Pietrzyk created the 
Commission on Ethics and Public Trust Oct. 1 to '*uivesti- 
gate infractions of feasance" in Student Government (SG) 
and the university administraticMi. A Finance and SG 
Internal Centred committee was assigned tiie ta^ <^ investi- 
gating office management fnocediires and deaiiing up the 
SG finance code so that an efficient method for handling the 
$2 million Activity and Service (A&S) fee budget could be 
created. 

It was from the investigation conducted by this conmiittee 
that the impeachment flurry sprang. 

The first report released by the Internal Control committee 
lead to the revelation that Aronofsky made several alleged 
personal long distance telephone calls to his brother and 
parents in Dallas, Tex. SG spokespersons said that the calls 
were illegal according to the Student Body Statutes which 
state that "no funds will be allocated for... anything resulting 
in private gain.** 

Because the SG accounts re state money, a possible viola- 
tion of state law was thought to be involved. 

"I am more than willing to pay for any personal calls that I 
have made," Aronofsky said at the time. "To my know- 
ledge, I might have made three or four personal calls while I 
was in office.** 

However, for some SG officials, the offer of reimburse- 
ment was not enough . 

'*rhat's like a person embezzling $10,000 from a bank and 
offering to pay it back," one person said. "Will the judge 
slap his wrist and make restitution, or does the offender pay 
the penalty?'* 

The exposure of the questionable calls resulted in 
Aronofsky calling a press conference and releasing a 
complete list of all long distance telephone calls "for which 
there might be any tpestion of possible wrongdoing on my 
part." 

'I hereby deny all charges that my conduct in office 
regarding these calls, or any other action for which I stand 
accused, is illegal, either according to the Student Body 
Finance Code of the laws of Rorida,** Amofsky said. "I 
believe that every call Isited here was made on behalf of the 
student body." 

The list included three calls to Austin, Tex.; four to San 
Rafael, Calif.; eight to Dallas, Tex.; and one to Denver , Col. 

At this time, infonnation concerning two trips that 
Aronofsky made to conventions on higher education, which 
is Aronofsky's major field, also came to light. Upon writing 
to those incharge of the oonveotikms, the Ethics G>mmission 
found that Atonoftky was tiie only ootH^-state student body 
president attendii^ tbc fimcdons. The Onnniisslon was also 
informed that tiie coavratioos were held primarily for 
university administfsttve and staff personnd, not for SG 
representatives. 

In explaining the Austin coaktcaot, Aronofeky said, "ft 
was the best legal coofetence ms(^ as what is hi^penkig in 
the courts conoetning the coOege press, and cases of

The findings of the Ethics Cornmission were presented to 
the Judicial and Rules (J&R) committee ot the Senate. An 
informal discussion of the informatkm led to the tentative 
dismissal of thecharges crfiUegal travel eiq>enditixres,bot the 
committee diose to investigate the kmg distance telephone 
calls further. 

J&R committee chairperson Eric Jc^nson filed a Bill of 
Impeachment against Aronofsky the following week. 

Aronofeky was diarged wkh dgfat ooonts oi ml^easance, 
or civil diarges, and eight counts malfeasance, or mminal 
diarges. The two articles of impeachmoit involved six long 
distance telephone calls and two trips to conventions. 

The long distance telephone calls in question totaled 
$48.61, and were made to Anmofsky's former wife in San 
Rafael, Calif., to his uncle in Denver, Col., to his brother and 
parents in Dallas, Tex., and to a personal friend in Austin, 
Tex. 

Aronofsky was also charged with misfeasance and malfea- 
sance in reference to the trips to the higher education 
conferences in Chicago and Austin. The impeachment 
articles stated that both travel expenditures were made "for 
personal reasons and not for valid SG purposes." 

The J&R committee held a hearing and four hours of testi- 
mony was given by Aronofsky. In his testimony, Aronofsky 
said that all calls were made either to seek advice on deci- 
sions which would affect the welfare of the student body or to 
procure information that would be useful to him in his capa- 
city as student body president. 

Aronofsky defended the trips by explaining that the 
imformation gathered at the conventions has helped him in 
his efforts at reforming many academic standards at FSU. 

By a 7-1 vote of the J&R committee last week, the BiH of 
Impeachment was rejected. 

Although the subject of impeachment has apparently been 
dropped, some senators have called on Aronofsky to reim- 
burse SG for the telephone calls and several persons have 
said that they will soon consider censure of the student body 
president.

give him the river? Appeal- 
ing merely the technicality of 
ownership while promising 
in no way to control the 
violator was a farce, and the 
' appeal court, alert to poli- 
tics, would not fail to see 
through it. (At the same 
time, the Trustees were de- 
luding the public into think- 
ing they were really oppo- 
sing Ball and supporting 
law. It was a shell game 
played by two arms of the 
system.) In June, 1974, the 
i^ipeal court sustained the 
lower court. 

At their next meeting, I 
again spoke to the Trustees, 
this time urging them, beg- 
ging them, to start a new 
case in federal court. The 
U.S. Corps oi Engineers had 
declared the Wakulla navi- 
gable, and federal decisions 
todk precedence over state. I 
told them I would not appeal 
to the state Supreme Court 
because state courts were 
demonstrably crooked in this 
case. B.K. Roberts, chief 
lobbyist for Ball's Wakulla 
ownership, a member of 
Ball's foundation, a defen- 
dant in the suit, was senior 
judge on the Supreme Court. 
This time, the Trustees must 
challenge Ball on the real 
issue, despoiling nature. 
When I finished my state- 
ment. Askew never noticed 
what I'd said. Instead, he 
talked vaguely for a while as 
though he wanted to appeal 
to the Florida Supreme 
Court. 

At that June meeting also. 
Bud Dickinson, indicated and 
soon-to-be-defeated Comp- 
troller, called my suit "self- 
serving" (you ought to 
know. Bud) and Askew, 
echoing his ''buddy in Ball" 
called it "self-defeating." 
(Hypocrite, Reubin! Your 
own shenanigans were a 
nuun source of the defeat. 
Making me ytm **p9Asf* 
you then blame me for the 
consequences of your be- 
trayal:) 

Following that same 
meeting. Askew gave an 
interview to Martin Dyck- 



man of the St. Petersburg 
Times. Dyckman reported 
the Governor's saying Ball's 
renewing the lease whh the 
Ball wildlife foundation was 
a "good faith indication" 
that the Springs would be 
protected for eleven more 
years. I find it impossible to 
believe that Askew, at that 
point, with the proof being in 
my brief to the appeal court, 
did not know this foundation 
was merely a front for Ball. 
Members of the board are 
appointed by Ball — the 
majority have no qualifi- 
cations whatever for admi- 
nistering wildlife. The foun- 
dation has no technical staff, 
operating on Ball's land with 
his money. IRS tax exemp- 
tion forms show foundation 
headquarters is Ball's Jack- 
sonville c^Bce, Ball's private 
secretary is treasurer. The 
foundation was supposedly 
in diarge when spring and 
river were revaged in 1969, 
when National Audobon 
pulled out. 

On Sept. 20 of this year, I 
s»iw Canaday in his office 
requesting a meeting with 



Askew where we could talk 
"as two human beings with 
a huge problem to solve..." 

Canaday never got me in to 
see the Governor, never an- 
swered my phone call the 
next week. I waned to show 
Askew aerial photos and 
close-ups taken from my 
canoe trip form spring to 
fence. I hoped to show the 
Governor he'd ben listening 
only to Ball's side. 

I wrote about that, at the 
1974 confrontation, I told the 
Governor and Cabinet that 
state courts were demonstra- 
bly crooked in the Springs' 
case. How can the river not 
be navigable when Ball 
navigates it with his pay 
boats? The whole decision 
rests on an assumption 
whidi I feel sure the judges 
know to be false, that, in the 
words of the decision, "in 
order to operate the small 
passenger boats owned by 
Ball along the 'jungle 
cruise,' it was necessary for 
channels to be dug..." Ball 
had been navigating the 
river for three decades with 
small, 12 passenger boats.

ing in 1969, dre^^g which 
accomodated new, SO-pas- 
senger boats introdaoed at 
that time. The dedsloD also 
contains this gem of public 
spirit and ecological wisdom: 
*'The land owners have the 
legal right to impair or des- 
troy the natural beauty of a 
river by acts committed on 
their own property above the 
mean high water line." 

Where does governmental 
and judicial sordidness such 
as this leave the uninitiated? 
I am initiated at last. 
Initiated also is the spring of 
the Wakulla, quite "diris- 
tened." Perhaps Governor 
Askew and his aides, and in 
the next artide, Attorney 
General Shevin, would like 
to face some of the honor 
a^d lies we have faced so 
long. Some of the horror 
they have done to that once- 
magnificent spring and 
river; to laws, to faith, they 
have broken. An initiation in 
candor would be welcome 
after so much of the oppo- 
site.

Putting FSU's football 
reason into perspective is 

still no easy task. 

The facts come easy. The 
Seminoles allowed The 
Great Losing Streak to ex- 
tend '0 20 games before the 
Tribe finally beat Miami 
2114. That would be the 
onlv time of the season that 
the Seminoles had some- 
thing to cheer about in the 
dressing room after the 
game. FSU went 1-10. 

While a handful of seniors 
fought for a win to remem- 
ber FSU by, the great 
majority of the team was 
freshmen and sophomores 
who knew that their time 
would come.

Thursday morning press 
conferences was Who's- 
going - to - be - your - quar- 
terback-this-week, which in- 
variably drew an inconclu- 
sive response. It wasn't that 
Mudra was purposely mis- 
leading anybody; it's just 
that the quarterback deci- 
sions were often made only 
the day before the game. 

None of the quarterbacks 
— Ron Coppess, Jimmy

was able to establish a clear 
superiority in being able to 
run the team.

IM fields may be lighted 



Tentative plans have been made to light four intramural 
fields, a move that will increase usage time for the fields 50 
per cent. 

Growth of the program has almost doubled in the past few 
years and has rapidly outgrown the available facilities. 
Director of Intramural s Paul Dirks said. 

* 'There is no way to buy additional land for new fields," 
Dirks said. ' 'The costs would be extremely high for fieM area 
close to campus. 

*'Our sdiedule is dictated by daylight hours," Dirks sud. 
"With the return of standard daylight time, the usage hours 
have been restricted . " 

Du*ks explained that with lighted fields, complete flexibOity 
of playing hours would be possible. If the lights were used 
from 5 to 1 1 p.m., six additional time slots would be available 
and 24 extra games could be played each day. 

Student Government (SG) officials have been wmiamg 



toward allocating $76,500 of the total expense of the project, 
which is estimated to be $126,500. 

"This is a long term investment, which is better than a lot of 
smaller things we could fund," Student Senator Doug 
Mannheimer said. "It has to be a number one allocative 
priority considering the number of people who utilize the 
fields. 

"Intramurals may become a bigger thing on campus 
because people cannot afford outdoor entertainment at 
accelerating prices," Mannheimer said. 

The rest of the money would have to come fix>m sources bk 
the administration, Mannheimer said. 

"I have heard vety favorable comments on the idea, but I 
can't {Hresuppose what a budget comndttee will do, '^Dbector 
of Financial Services Homer Ooten said. 

' ' Hope^stOy we can get the fields lighted this fiscal year for 
the sofibaU season," Ooten said. "But no materials have yet 
been ordered."
